1 . Claims 1 -4, 7-1 4, 1 7-24 and 27-31 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach the following: 

In regards to claim 1 the prior art does not teach establishing a communication 
path that is independent of a physical communication path that couples at least two 
end points via at least a first broadband network, wherein each network connection on 
physical communication path has a corresponding redundant network connection on 
logical communication path, wherein at least a first portion of logical communication 
path and at least a second portion of logical communication path utilize different 
communication protocols and handle communication of different communication types 
and wherein both of physical and logical communication paths are established through 
the same plurality of network nodes; and transferring information that would be 
normally transferred over physical communication path between at least two endpoints, 
via established logical communication path over corresponding redundant network 
connection. 

In regards to claim 1 1 the prior art does not teach establishing a communication 
path that is independent of a physical communication path that couples at least two 
end points via at least a broadband network, wherein each network connection on 
physical communication path has a corresponding redundant network connection on 
logical communication path, wherein at least a first portion of logical communication 
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path and at least a second portion of logical communication path utilize different 
communication protocols and handle communication of different communication types 
and wherein both of physical and logical communication paths are established through 
the same plurality of network nodes; and transferring information that would be 
normally transferred over physical communication path between at least two endpoints, 
via established logical communication path over corresponding redundant network 
connection. 

In regards to claim 21 the prior art does not teach at least one processor 
executing a provisioning protocol that establishes a communication path that is 
independent of a physical communication path that couples at least two end points via 
at least a broadband network, wherein each network connection on physical 
communication path has a corresponding redundant network connection on logical 
communication path, wherein at least a first portion of logical communication path and 
at least a second portion of logical communication path utilize different communication 
protocols and handle communication of different communication types and wherein 
both of physical and logical communication paths are established through the same 
plurality of network nodes; and at least one processor transfers information that would 
normally be transferred over physical communication path between at least two 
endpoints, via established logical communication path over corresponding redundant 
network connection. 
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The prior art alone or in combination fails to jointly suggest or teach the 
claimed combination of features as taught by the instant application. Therefore claims 
1-4, 7-14, 17-24 and 27-31 are to be deemed allowable over prior art.
